BEPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


We respectfully submit our annual report to the citizens 
of the town of Sutton. Schools opened for the year, April 
3, 1911; six schools having been maintained during this 
time, comprising three terms: spring, 12 weeks; fall, 12 
weeks and winter, 10 weeks, with an average attendance 
of 76; of these 42 are girls and 38 boys, making 80 pupils. 
who have been generally regular in attendance. The 
greatest number of pupils in any school is 28, least number 
5. Work done in the schools the past year has been very 
successful although the attendance has not been what we 
had hoped for. ‘This is accounted for in part by sickness 
and in some cases by the failure of parents and scholars to 
realize the loss to the school as well as the scholars by 
irregular attendance. ‘This can be avoided by the parent 
seeing to it that their children are not absent from school 
a day unless absolutely necessary. For the most part 
the scholars are doing well, and we believe the teachers 
are preparing them in the essential subjects for good 
high school work. 

During the year we have purchased new geographies 
and a set of Progressive Readers. A vote was taken at 
the last school meeting giving Charles R. Follansbee per- 
mission to move the schoolhouse at North Sutton, which 
was done during the summer vacation. We found it 
necessary to build a shed for wood, as previously the wood 
had been kept in the basement; and the closets were not 
suited for the new location, so by combining the two we 
now have it very satisfactory, Mr. Davis doing the work 
under the supervision of Mr. Follansbee with the approval 
of the school board; the division of the expense for the same 
being left with the committee who selected the lot. 
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In accordance with the law we submit the following 
estimates of money needed to meet the statutory obliga- 
tions of the district for the coming year:
